a late number of “Stamps” gives us `

His catalog with its great de- 
tail is already released for QE II iss- 
ues and should be a service to all who 
are interested in these stamps. The 
Geo 6th edition may not be issued 
for two months. The Commonwealth 
catalogs are essentially correct in 
their quotation of perforations and 
together with the shades and voriet- 
ies listed make a fine reference 
works unbeatable in the appreciation 
of a large number of collectors who 
are interested in the issues of the last 
and present reign of British Empire 
stamps. Mr. Metcalfe makes refer- 
ence to the commemorative over- 
print set of Queen II Tangier and 
suggests the coming catalog price of 
this issue will be a surprise to many. 
The set is quoted in New York at 
$6.50. 

The three denominations of the 
Welsh stamps will be 3d, 6d and 1/8. 


The Jamboree issue was withdrawn 
from sale on Sept. 11th. The annual 
convention of the C.P.S. of Great 
Britain was held on September 26 to 
29 at Scarborough, Yorkshire. Three 
new stamps from Sarawak illustrated 
in the Londen Weekly have interest- 
ing’ designs. 

Late Fyndem notes state that the 
overprint set of Queen II Gold 
Coast is on the rise, also the Ghandi 
set of India is moving upwards. In 
his comments on Canada he stresses 
the rise in our coil issues. 

An imitator of the late Mr. Sper- 
ati famcus works of art was lately 
arrested by authorities in Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, when it was discov- 
ered that manufacturing stamps was 
his hobby. 

With regard to our coming Royal 
Visit stamp the writer suggests a 
rosy carmine color of the style of the 
Southern Rhodesia Coronation issue 
may have been more attractive than 
black, bearing in mind that there is 
a wide difference between portrait- 
ure and industrial design.

More recently 
I came into possession of a single 
copy of the $2.00. And now I’ve added 
the 25c value. This last however is 
not a single copy, but two vertical 
pairs, apparently used on the same 
document, as they show the complete 
large, double-circle consular cancel 
with the coat of arms in the center. 
Now if I can just add the $5.00 val- 
ue we would be able to give that 
page a rest!

No. 386—“Outside the Mails”, via 
Favor’s Express 


One of the most interesting covers 
ever to come our way was added to 
our collections this past summer. I 
have never seen or heard of one be- 
fore, therefore I describe it in detail. 
I sincerely hope some reader can help 
shed some light on the history of this 
unusual cover. 


Students of the Express Labels of 
the U.S. and the “Forwarded By” 
handstamps of the Independent Mail 
Routes of the U.S. have a tremend- 
cusly large field of study. However, 
it has never before been my privil- 
ege to see an “Express Label” cover 
used from Canada, other than those 
of British Columbia, and those of the 
“British and North American Ex- 
press” used on Money Letters. 

This cover originated in St. John, 
N.B., and the letter is dated January 
13, 1851. It was addressed to New 
York City, where it apparently ar- 
rived on January 22nd, travelling en- 
tirely “outside the regular mails.” 
From St. John to Boston it was car- 
ried by FAVOR’S EXPRESS, and 
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from there to New York via GAY, 
KINSLEY & Cos EXPRESS. The 
cover bears the two express labels of 
the two companies involved. The 
FAVOR’S label indicates that this 
company had an office in St. John, 
N.B. 

In addition, the cover bears a man- 
uscript notation in the upper right 
corner ‘‘Paid/Gay”’, evidence that the 
full rate must have been paid to 
FAVOR’S who in turn paid GAY, 
KINSLEY & Co. for their share of 
the thru charges. 

However the real historical and 
human interest story lies in the mess- 
age inside. Because of the bad roads 
from St. John to Halifax, the letter 
writer was enclosing (bootlegging is 
the word), another letter addressed 
to England, which he was asking his 
New York friend to place on the 
earliest ship possible. A notation in- 
side indicates that this was done on 
January 22nd, being forwarded to 
England via the Steamer“ Pacific” of 
the Collins Line. 

Who says there is nothing new in 
Canadian Philately? 


No. 387—Precancels,—Money 
Office Type 


In 1931 a new type of Precancel 
was introduced in Canada, gradually 
replacing the familiar City Name 
types. These are the well known pre- 
eancels with the number rather than 
name, the number representing the 
accounting number of the city in the 
Post Office Money Order system. 

For those who wish to try their 
hands at Precancels, but do not wish 
to tackle the whole field,—here is a 
fine group to try and complete. 
Counting the normal and inverts 
there are approximately 400 differ- 
ent. Adding the doubles and other 
varieties would increase the total 
about 40 more, but would be a strain 
on the limited pocketbook. 

My own particular precancel inter- 
est has always been with the King 
Edward issues, but at the same time

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CANADA JOTTINGS

No. 16—5e Vacation Series—Imperf. 

Between. 

A sheet has turned up from UR 
pane with the last row of stamps 
missing the perfs on the right. Thus 
the selvedge on the right side of the 
sheet is not perforated at all. This 
series of stamps has proven very 
popular with collectors and possibly 
we can look forward to further mult- 
iple-type printings—they are ideally 
suited for publicity type stamps like 
wild life series, flowers, etc. 

No. 17—50c O.H.M.S. Lumber Stamp. 

A plate block of this LR position 
realized $210 in May auction of Can- 
ada Stamp Co. (also noted one in 
Maresch auction but not sure of price 
it brought—believe it was around 
$180). And I notice a recent list from 
a prominent Montreal dealer that he 
has a LR position at $265. Incidently 
the upper positions of this plate are 
decidedly more scarce than the low- 
ers (relatively speaking). Any posit- 
ion is of course a nice piece to own. 

Also note the ordinary O9 singles 
are moving up to the $20 mark each 
as a large Western and two large U. 
S. dealers have been buying them 
heavily to augment dwindling stock. 
Nice town cancels on this stamp are 
worth a premium and on piece or 
cover will really take some searching 
out. 


No. 18—Imperfs—where do they 
come from? 

There has been additional quant- 
ities of these imperf items from 
1927-43 recently put on the market, 
particularly from England. The 1927- 
29 issues, Confederation Commem., 
Historical Commem. and the regular 
1929 Scroll issue seem to exist in 
quite large quantities. A few years 
back Holmes catalog has these listed 
at $40 per pair each (his present list 
has them priced at $7.50-$15—the $15 
being cheaper than two singles of $1 
Parliament which retail around $22), 
and we have them in auction realiz- 
ations as low as $4.50 per pair. It 
soon will be cheaper to buy imperf 
pairs of this issue rather than two 
ordinary single perforated speci- 
mens. Possibly the day has arrived 


when the government should give 
serious consideration to selling cur- 
rent stamps imperf at Ottawa and 
main post offices for those who de- 
sire same. The philatelic ‘purists’ 
weuld cry out in horror and anguish. 
The dealers would dance with glee 
(although many would not admit to 
such) at being able to sell additional 
varieties—and the collector ?—who 
knows? 

The above by the way also applies 
to the imperf vertical and horizontal 
varieties of the 1927-29 issues which 
also seem to turn up in large quant- 
ities from the strangest places. 


No. 19—Last Call for those reporting 
Scarce Official Plate Blocks. 


We have most of our information 
together now on this, and all going 
well hope to have it in the anniver- 
sary number of P.S. on its 200th 
issue. So, if you know anyone posses- 
sing these items—any of the scarce 
official plates like O9, 027, O4 pl. 49 
UR & LR, pl. 50 LL, etc., let us know. 
All informatien will be kept confi- 
dential and no names will be used— 
only the quantity we have ascertain- 
ed that is existing. Also many have 
asked whether it would be possible 
to work an exchange with some of 
these rare items. We will help you 
where we can on this if you send 
along a list of the items you are mis- 
sing and also these you are willing 
to exchange. 


PAYS $17,500 FOR PAIR OF 12d 


J. N. Sissons of Toronto has bought 
a pair of 1851 12-penny stamps for 
$17,500 from a New York dealer. 
Only 100 stamps are known to exist. 

The stamps—which had been in 
the famed Alfred F. Lichenstein col- 
lection—still have their original gum. 

Record price of $10,000 fer a single 
12-penny stamp was paid in 1956 by 
an unnamed British buyer. Such high 
prices usually reflect a stamp in per- 
fect condition. Most of the 100 12- 
penny stamps known to exist are 
damaged.

Canadian cancellations have always 
been fascinating to me. Like most 
Canadian collectors I never can get 
enough of the 4-ring and 2-ring can- 
cels on early 19th century stamps. 
Leaf, Territorial and Crown cancels 
always catch my eye, and provide a 
real thrill every time a new one is 
latched onto. Flag cancels have al- 
ways been saved in hopes that some- 
day wed have most of McCready’s 


varieties, and we have never been 
known to throw away any Slogan or 
Railway cancels that came our way. 
More recently we have joined the 
hunt for Squared Circles and have 
hopes of soon gaining membership 


to Dr. Whitehead’s “200” Club. 
But one of the greatest cancel- 
lation chases weve been on,—one 


that has given us the greatest am- 
ount of pleasure, led to many inter- 
esting exchanges of correspondence, 
cost us very little, and has grown at 
the fastest rate, (hence the real 
kick!),—has been none of the well- 
known cancellation groups. Rather 
it has been our hunt for the 
“MOONS” of Canada! 


Do you like “Numeral” Cancels? 
Are you looking for some sideline 
in which you can “get in on the 
ground floor”? Are you looking for 
some phase of Canadian philately 
to give you a collection which will 
grow like “Topsey” and cost you 
very little? If the answers are YES, 
then the “MOON” cancels of Canada 
may be just what the Doctor ordered! 


“MOON” is the abbreviation for 
Money Order Office Number cancel- 
lation. MOON cancels were supposed- 
ly never intended as postal cancel- 
lations. They are the result of the 
MISUSE of a rubber stamp supplied 
to money order offices for the pur- 
pose of stamping money orders only.

These I call MOTO cancels, indi- 
cating that they incorporate Moxey 
Order Town Only. 


Type I—a MOON cancel, box type. 
The square cancel as illustrated at 
the head of this article, and which 
incorpcrates the Money Order Of- 
fice Number as the first line of the 
cancelation. 


Type II..—a MOON cancel, straight 
line. Cancellation consists of Num- 
ber Only, as shown struck twice on 
the piece illustrated at the end of 
this article. 


Type III.—the MOTO cancel, box 
type. Similar to type I, but does 
not include the office number in 
the cancellation device. 


Most of the examples found used 
as postal cancellations will be of 
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type I or III. So far I have noted only 
a very small number of type II. 


One of the great fascinations about 
MOON cancels is the fact they do in- 
corporate numerals. They are modern 
20th century numeral cancels, and 
like the 19th century 4-ring and 2- 
ring numeral cancels, these numbers 
were assigned to and designate a par- 
ticular post office. While the MOTO 
type cancel is interesting, it lacks 
this feature, and I doubt if it will ev- 
er gain the popularity which seems 
to be the destiny of the MOONSs. 


MOONSs seem to originate mainly 
from the smaller post offices, includ- 
ing some of the smaller sub-stations 
of the larger cities. Whether this is 
due to lack of a sufficient number of 
cancellation devices for pohtal pur- 
poses, or to an unfamiliarity with 
post office regulations, I do not 
know. 


Just when the MOON cancel device 
first came into use is not known to 
this writer, although I do not believe 
it to be too many years ago. I have 
examples in my collection dated 1952. 
A more general use seems to have 
been made of them in the period since 
1954. 


At the time of writing this, I have 
been on the hunt for MOONS for just 
about ten months. In that time I have 
managed to bring together a collect- 
ion of some 325 different cancels. It 
has been a fast growing collection. 
Sources? Well the best seems to be 
any good accumulation of modern 
covers. I have found only one dealer 
with any sizable supply. Occasionally 
one comes about as the result of some 
friendly correspondent of mine get- 
ting the co-operation of some local 
postmaster. 

Those familiar with the Money Or- 
der Office Number precancels will 
recognize the fact that these same 
numbers are used in the MOON can- 
cels, and are assigned in a geograph- 
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ical basis, by Provinces. Based on 
those in my collection we have:—

SCOTT’S 1958 VOL. II. 


Airmail stamps as a group receiv- 
ed particular attention in the editing 
and repricing of the new Volume II 
of Scott’s 1958 Standard Postge 
Stamp Catalogue, according to Scott 
Publications, the publishers. Prices of 
many airmails have been raised, and 
a total of 33,588 prices were revised 
in the entire 1,300-page book, which 
covers the issues of Europe, Asia and 
Africa. 

An overall upward price trend is 
noted, especially in Austria, where 
1,003 prices were changed; Israel 
(249 price changes); Italy (1,636 
price changes) and colonies; Ryukus; 
Saar (325 price changes) and Vati- 
can City (287 price changes). 


Armenia has suffered the most 
downward price revisions. 

China’s 1941 two-character over- 
prints for five provinces of North 


China (Honan, Hopei, Shansi, Shan- 
tung and Supeh) are presented in a 
new four-page chart. Two of these 
provinces, Shantung and Supeh, are 
listed for the first time. This chart 
clearly shows and prices both small 
and large varieties of the overprints, 
numbered from 2N1 through 7N61. 
It is a feature of the 1958 “Scott” 
that is bound to please all China en- 
thusiasts. 

The 1919 Posen issue of seven 
“Poczta Polska” surcharges on Ger- 
man stamps has been moved from 
Germany to Poland (#72-78). 

Altogether 45 major-number list- 
ings have been deleted in the new vol- 
ume for various reasons. These delet- 
ions occur in Armenia, 24; Azores, 
8; Portugese India, 9; Romania, 3; 
Spain (Orense), 1. 

More prices were changed in Ger- 
many than in any other country— 
1,704. 

The 1958 Volume II has 1,284 
pages, which is 24 more than last 
year. Its price is $6. 

Volume I, which covers the United 
States, United Nations, British Com- 
mon wealth and Latin America, will 
be published in the latter nart of 
October.

Kitchener, Ont., police are seeking 
a 25-year-old 160 pound blue-eyed 
young man with long wavy light 
brown hair and a foreign name who 
is charged with the theft of stamps, 
property of an elderly Kitchener col- 
lector.

CONCESSION DISCONTINUED 


A press report states that a stamp 
concession held at the Brantford, Ont. 
Post Office by a Miss Emma Fenton 
since 1907 has been discontinued ow- 
ing to her retirement. Stamps will 
now be sold there as part of the reg- 
ular post office service. Years ago it 
was quite a desirable thing to have 
one of these concessions in larger 
post offices. Today there are but few 
places left where this concession 
system still prevails.

“Just out of high school, I went up 
to Toronto to visit some cousins, 
sons of the wealthy proprietor of the 
leading newspaper. He invited me to 
come down to his office and have 
lunch with him at his club. Having 
never been in a club I assented eag- 
erly and promptly showed up at noon. 
After showing me around a bit he put 
on his hat and we started for the 
club. But at the door he said, “Oh, 
wait a minute: I want some money.” 
He walked over to the cash drawer, 
wrote an I OU and opened the 
drawer to put it in and get his 
money. I caught a glimpse of a partly 
rolled block of brown stamps that I 
recognized in a flash. “Wait, Uucle 
Will! What are those stamps doing 
there?” He replied, “Oh, a man in 
Newfoundland sent them in payment 
of a bill. That’s right, you are a 
stamp collector! You want them? 
We can’t use them, of course.” So I 
paid him a dollar for a mint block of 
20 of the 5e Newfoundland No. 25— 
and all I remember about them is 
that I put one in my collection when 
I got home and traded off the rest! 


Suppose I’d had sense enough to 
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pack that block up carefully and 
store in my father’s iron chest, for 
fifty years? I might own half a doz- 
en yachts today— but maybe not.” 


COSTLY SORTING MACHINE 

Members of the press and the Pos- 
tal Union Congress got a preview re- 
ently of the automatic sorting ma- 
chine at Ottawa Besser street post 
office. A long, complicated machine 
it will be capable of sorting letters 
into 10,000 pigeon holes. at the rate 
of 10 letters a second. It has cost 
nearly $2,000,000 to date but has a 
few wrinkles yet to be smoothed out. 
It is expected to be in full post office 
use in about two years. The problem 
now is how to trim cost of producing 
it for use in regular service.
